CABINET MINISTERS 
SPEAK TO THE 
SOUTH SIDE LIBERALS 


(Continued from Page One.) 


municipalities, praised and congratu- 
lated the South Edmonton Liberal 
club and predicted that they would 


elect a Liberal at the next provincial 
election, The audience laughed as he 
told how the policy of the Alberta 
Conservatives could be written on a 
blackboard without chalk. 

He praised the work of Premier Sif- 
ton and of Hon. C. R. Mitchell in the 
provincial cabinet. Brief reference was 
made to the settlement of the A. & G, 
W. vroblem, its prospect of satisfac- 
tory construction by J. D. McArthur. 

The minister of municipalities then 
dealt with the duties of his new office. 
He told of the town planning act, the 
rural municipalities act. 

The City of Edmonton has a larger 
Cebt than the province of Alberta, said 
Mr. Geriepy as he then went on to ex- 
plain how the debt of Alberta had 
been incurred, In conclusion he dis- 
cussed the question of natural re- 
sources of the provinces of western 
Canada. It was Mr. Gariepy’s first ap- 
pearance to South Side Liberals and 
his speech was applauded most heart- 
ily. 

Federal Member's Address. 

J. M. Douglas, M.P., for South Ed- 
monton, welcomed the visit of the 
cabinet ministers of Alberta. He told 
ot his coming departure for the House 
of Commons at Ottawa. He said he 
favored the policy of free trade and 
remarked that the naval emergency 
would be forgotten by the Conserva- 
tives of Canada. He predicted that th 
Dominion Liberals would soon be re- 
turned to power. 

Hon. Mr. Marshall's Address. 

Hon. Duncan Marshall, minister of 
agriculture, arrived on the late train, 
when, as he gaid, everything had al- 


ready been said. He praised the high 
ideals of Hon. Wilfrid Gariepy, the 
new minister of municipalities and 


umusingly criticized the principles and 
policy of the Conservative party. Can- 
ada today had to thank President Wil- 
son, not the Conservatives of Canada, 
for the tariff reduction which is now 
benefiting Canadian cattle raisers, ¢ 
nadian cattle are now sold at higher 
prices than ever before. An Alberta 
cattléman’ recently was paid the larg- 
est cheque ever paid on the Chicago 
market. In leas than two months $6,- 
600,000 crossed the boundary into the 
pockets of farmers of eastern Canada. 
Canadians are now humiliated by the 
fact that the President of the United 
States has done more for Canada in 
a few months than the Tory premier 
of Canada has done in the same num- 
ber of years. Tory politicians of Can- 
ada are not now making the tariffs of 
Canada but all honor to Woodrow 
Wilson for the free entry of Canadian 
products into t#@e United States, 

He praised the Alberta representa- 
tives at Ottawa who are in favor of 
free trade and Lautier’s policy of free 
food, "If butter is to be free the 
so should the churn be free, If hogs 
are free so should be the swill pail and 
the dung fork, If free wheat then why 


not free binders and free harness,’ de- 
clared Alberta's minister of agricul- 
ture. 


He expressed confidence in Laurier, 
Douglas, Oliver, Clarke and the other 
Liberal members of the House of 
Commons and predicted Liberal sue- 
cess at the next Dominion election, In 
conclusion Mr.Marshall referred brief- 
ly to provincial politics. He expressed 
the wish that the people of Alberta 
could visit the agricultural schools of 
the province and. see how enthusiastic 
the boys and girls were preparing for 
better success on the farms of Alber- 
ta. He announced that during the 
winter an excursion would be run to 
give Edmonton people a chance to 
visit the achool at Olds. He claimed 
that the schools helped the boys to go 
back to their father’s farm to improve 
the conditions on the farm. 

Alberta is the firat province in Can- 
ada to establish a@chools to ‘help farm- 
ers’ children to farm and to raise farm 
products that will compete  success- 
fully with the farmers of the world 
on the free trade market. (Applause). 

The president A. T. Mode announe- 

ed a meeting two weeks hence to 
adopt a constitution for the South Ed- 
monton Liberal clab. 
In appreciation of the speakers and 
musicians the meeting concluded with 
“They Are Jolly Good Fellows.” The 
National Anthem. concluded the pro- 
gram of the best meeting the club has 
yet held.
